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The Farmer Gets A Share 


The officials of the Bureau of Sta- 
tistics have analyzed the increase that 
has taken place in the cost of living 
since the war began, and given a dollars 
and cents statement of where the extra 
money goes. 

Family necessities which cost $100 
two years ago now cost $112.80. Food 
prices absorb $6.90 of the increase, 
more than half. Clothing, fuel, lighting, 
rent, home furnishings and miscellan- 
eous items take the balance. These 
have all gone up, in varying amounts; 
and price declines are noted for pota- 
toes, cocoa, canned peaches and corn 
flakes. 

Dry groceries have gone up 35 per 
cent, dairy products 24.5 per cent, eggs 
24.7 per cent, meat and fish 26.9 per 
cent, fruits 18.8 per cent and cereals 
11.7 per cent. Aside from dry groceries, 
which are processed foods, the heavy in. 
creases have related to farm products 
which come directly or unchanged from 
producer to consumer. 

The farmer thus gets a good share 
of the extra money the consumer has 
to pay. As prices of some of these pro- 
ducts were below cost when the war 
Started, it is just, as well as sound econ- 
omy, that these have been affected sub- 
stantially by the general rise.

Marshal Petain went on the air to 
plead with the people of France to re- 
sign themselves to servitude and cease 
making trouble for the bullies who have 
been set to keep them in subjection.

The loss of Kiev is a blow to Russia's 
industrial strength and may be a! 
damaging to Russian morale. The city 
is the third largest in the Soviet Union 
It is the metropolis of the Ukraine.

The result of this policy was to bank- 
rupt Europe and plunge ourselves with it 
into an unprecedented panic. It was that 
panic that gave Germany Adolf Hitler— 
and gave America Mr. Roosevelt. 


Half Stories Dangerous 


Historical analogies are dangerous, 
especially if the story is only half told. 
Mr. Hoover reminds us that a certain 
Fisher Ames, was a “war- 
monger” during the Napoleonic wars, urg- 
ing us to join Britain, and saying, “Let 
no man be deceived; if Bonaparte pre- 
vails, we shall be his vassals . . . We shall 
be reduced to slavery.” 

Mr. Hoover omits to mention that the 
head of the pro-British party in América 
at that time was not a journalist but the 
leader of his own party, Alexander Ham- 
ilton; that Thomas Jefferson, who refused 
to take up arms with Britain against 
Napoleon did not keep us out of war, but 
got us into war against Britain; that 
Washington was invaded and burned; 
that we had to pull out of that war with 
a compromise peace; and that Britain and 
Russia did lick Napoleon. 

The peace treaty made after the defeat 
of Napoleon was not much to our liking. 
But we were considerably farther from 
Europe then than now, and were not a 
great power whose every action or lack 
of action has repercussions on the wohle 
world. Yet, even then we were involved 
in that war—on the wrong side. 


Monroe Doctrine 


The Monroe doctrine that Mr. Hoover 
supports came to us through the assistance 
and collaboration of Great Britain. Had 
Napoleon won, we wouldn't have had it, 
If Hitler wins this one, we won't have it, 
either—unless, as Senator D. Wort!

superior to the synthetic variety. 
It seems that since the public, or 
some of the public, demand white 
bread, the idea is to let them have 
it, but to see to it at the same time, 
get their vitamins and 
mineral salts, whether they want: 
Some people seem to think that 
whole bread is less fattening, or 
contains less starch than the bread 
made from white flour, but such is 
not the case. The starch content 
of both is approximately the same. 
When bread, buns, rolls, or any 
baked product is made from flour, 
it should not be used unless cut in 
thin slaces and toasted carefully 
in the oven. In this manner the 
starch is converted into dextrose, 
rendering it much more easily 
digested and less likely to cause
